Commander Juan Miller iias 
been detached fr*m duty in the H y­ 
drographic office and ordered to com­ 
mand the Tuscarora and the Navy 
Yard at Mare Island. 
Carrie Fisher, a colored school­ 
teacher of the District of Columbia, 
has brought suit to recover $10,001) 
from the Pullman Palace car Company 
for their refusal to allow her to travel 
in a Palace car from Cincinnati to 
Washington. 
J. M. Leavit, of the Courtney Bay 
Glass Works, and Allen Bros., of St. 
Johns, N. B. have made assignments. 
It is said that Austria has offered, 
under the guarantee of the North Ger­ 
man Empire, to intervene for the pac­ 
ification of Herzegovina on the basis 
of reform in the administration of the 
Christian provinces of Turkey, but 
that the porte has refused the offer. 
Thomas Madden, the notorious con­ 
vict, to-day stabbed Albert K elly, in 
New York city in the thigh. 
Kelly 
had resented Madden’s insults to his 
sister, and the latter replied by a knife- 
thrust. 
The Tribune reporters have inter­ 
viewed leading Chicago business men 
and they are all in favor of specie re­ 
sumption on general principles, with­ 
out assigning any set day. 
A conference was held yesterday at 
Davenport, Iowa, representing $30,000­ 
000, with the object of acquiring from 
the bondholders the recently purchased 
R. I. & St. Louis Railwav. It was de­ 
termined to buy the road. 
Secretary Belknap and party left H e­ 
lena, Montana, on the 17th, for Carroll 
and Bismarck. 
An Augusta, Ga. dispatch of the 20th 
says All is quiet here. The arrests 
still continue. 
Morris and Harris, the 
ringleaders, arc- still at large. 
It is be­ 
lieved that there will be no further 
trouble. The negroes have dispersed 
and returned home. 
A telegram received at the Navy 
Department yesterday from Captain 
Simpson, commanding the steamer 
Omaha, dated Panama, August 19th, 
announces the death of Rear Admiral 
Napolian Collons, commanding the 
South Pacific fleet, which occurred at 
Callao on the 9th iust., after an illness 
of three days. H e was buried with 
military honors in the Protestent cem­ 
etery at Bella Vista, near Calao. 
Rear 
Admiral Reed Worden has been or­ 
dered to the command of the South 
Pacific station and until his arrival 
the command devolves on Capt. Simp­ 
son. 
Admiral Collin’s death promotes 
Commodore Stephen D. Trenchard, 
but does not affect any officer below 
that grade. 
The Señora, the Russian Organ, in 
discussing the Turkish insurrection, 
said that Russia, Germany and Aus­ 
tria are in accord on this point, and 
that the Eastern question will not be 
raised. The peace has been tempora­ 
rily disturbed, but the general peace is 
secured beyond question. France and 
Italy will doubtless be invited to the 
conference. These three powers de­ 
clare that Turkey must reorganize.

NEWS OF THE MORNI NG. 


The Journalists o f Chicago have m et and 
adopted resolutions of respect to G rim wood, 
the unfortunate editor of th e Chicago Journal 
who was lost with Donaldson. 
A signal station is to be established at 
Bvanston, III. 
An Episcopalian organ Is to be started at 
Chicago. 
R ear-A dm iral Collin, com m anding South 
Pacific Squadron, died at Callao on the 8th 
Inst. 
The Saratoga train was wrecked yesterday 
near M eohanicsburg, New York. 
No lives 
were lost. 
Qrand r .^ ra tio n s have been m ade for the 
reception of the A m erican Rifle Team on 
their return to New York. 


T h e people of San Diego are begin- 


in g to exclaim ‘‘out on H o u g h t o n ; 
he is playing us.’' 


T h e Chronicle call the Independent 
organization of San Francisco ‘‘the 
Chloral-bydre party.” This is prob­ 
ably in allusion to the disposition of 
the party to go to sleep and never 
wake up again. 


T h i s has been a short but exhaus­ 
tive campaign. 
Governor P a c h e c o 
Is sick and gone home; Senator B o o t h 
has lost his voice and is completely 
exhausted; General 
B id w e l l i, 
is 
still talking but not saying anything, 
and G o r h a m has gone home. 


G e n e r a l H o w a r d is believed to 
be the best informed politician in the 
State. H e has been a member of all 
parties and he changes from one to 
another so often and so rapidly that 
the history and principles of all are 
fresh in his memory. 


T h e Independents are not happy. 
Senator B o o t h ’s speech did not give 
satisfaction. 
It was made up of high 
flown sentences and glittering gener­ 
alities and worst of all, he never said 
vote for the Republican county ticket 
once. 


Col. J. J. W arner, a loading Independent of 
Loh Angeles county, said recently, in a pub­ 
lic speech at an Independent m eeting, th a t 
Judge Thom pson, the Independent candi­ 
date for Congress in th e Fourth D istrict, was 
p u tu p b y the Central Pacific. The Bulletin 
supports' Thom pson.—S. f \ Alla. 
I f the Colonel’s statem ent is correct 
it affords proof positive that the rail­ 
road company ha9 gone out of politics 
and into the past tim e of putting up 
candidates th at have no more chance 
forelection than H o u g h t o n has for 
a third term. If the railroad company 
“ put u p ” Judge T h o m p s o n th ey are 
indeed out of politics and ought to be 
in an insane asylum. 


W e learn th at while here Senator 
B o o t h expressed astonishment and 
dissatisfaction at the so called Inde­ 
pendent County ticket. H e pointed 
out to the leaders th a t they had com­ 
mitted a grave, and lie feared, fatal 
m istake in perm itting the Federal of­ 
fice ring to make up the ticket. 
He 
feels that if the candidates are elect­ 
ed, in place of remaining w ith and 
strengthening the Independent organ­ 
ization, they will assist in killing it 
by going over to the Republican par­ 
ty from whence they were taken. He 
recognized at a glance that the Inde­ 
pendent candidates were nearly all 
Republicans and h e knows that they 
have no sym pathy with the Indepen­ 
dent movement. 
He saw that his 
friends had been duped and deceived 
into nominating their worst enemies. 


A Lame Explanation. 


Consistency. 


It would have been well for Judge 
B l a c k if he never had written a word 
about the B i d w e l l title.

G r a h interposed to have the appeal 
dismissed in this case. Mr. B l a c k 
full well knew there was not the lirst 
condition in B i d w e l l ’s papers to con­ 
stitute a Mexican grant.

at first to listen to the nephew of Pres­ 
ident B u c h a n a n , H a r r y M c G r a h ,

Lawyer should do. 
He 
wa9 again appealed to by H a r r y and 
then he shifted the responsibility on 
Mr. S t a n t o n , a subordinate in his of­ 
fice. 
The $10,000 of honest J o h n got 
S t a n t o n as he and H a r r y were on 
the divide. 
H a r r y was, during the 
administration of Mr. 
.B u c h a n a n 
the go between in all the departments 
for all kinds of m ail contracts, Indian 
supplies and all the stealing of these 
days, which were few compared with 
with those of our present ring, but 
such as they were H a r r y had to be 
seen and the venal rascal was the black 
spot on 
this 
administration. 
B u ­ 
c h a n a n and his good niece, Miss 
L a n e , begged this fellow to leave 
Washington, but to no use. 
H a r r y 
was the J o h n D e l a n o of that day. 
The letter of B l a c k and H a r r y ’s 
complicity is proof to every discrimi­ 
nating mind in the Union th at J o h n 
B i d w e l l used his money to corrupta 
department; to swindle the govern­ 
m ent and people out of 23,000 acres of 
public land. 
S e n a t o r S a r g e n t is 
correct in all he says about this B id - 


w e l l steal. 
B l a c k ’s letter proves it 
beyond a question of doubt. 
We will 
do B l a c k the credit to say th at we do 
not believe he ever received a dollar 
o f B i d w e l l ’s money, but H a r r y and 
S t a n t o n d id . 


The A lla of the 16th instant makes 
a very feeble attem pt to defend the ca­ 
reer of Mr. H o u o h t o n during his 
term of office at Washington, and ex­ 
presses a belief that the people of Los 
Angeles are deceived in regard to the 
course of their Representative as to 
the bill proposing a change' in the 
route of the Southern Pacific railroad 
so as to virtually leave Los Angeles 
out in the cold. This whole m atter has 
been truthfully discussed by Mr. W io- 


g in t o n and the whining of the A lla 
which assumes to be Mr. H o u g h t o n ’s 
defender virtually adm its th e tru th of 
every charge made. The official rec­ 
ord of the House of Representatives 
shows that Mr. H o u g h t o n introduced 
theobnoxious bill, urged its passage or 
rather desired a favorable report from 
the committee, and in every act con­ 
nected therewith showed him self an 
unworthy Representative of his con­ 
stituency. 
Los Angeles has a right to 
complain, and it is in vain th a t either 
the A lla or Mr. H o u o h t o n , or both 
combined, may attem pt to hood-wink 
a deceived community. 
The Alla is 
wofully inconsistent when it alleges 
that it was Mr. H o u g h t o n ’s bounden 
duty to pursue the course he adopted 
in this matter. 
His assiduity' in the 
endeavor to procure a favorable con­ 
sideration of the measure, went a de­ 
gree or two farther than the simple 
line of honor and duty would suggest. 
He was emphatically the advocate of 
the measure, the protestations of the 
A lla to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The A lta ’s disrespectful allusion to Mr. 


L u t t r e l l in which it says that his 
presence was obnoxious and his influ­ 
ence of little value, is not only a false 
statem ent but proves th a t he was from 
his fidelity to the people of the Pacif­ 
ic coast an unwelcome neighbor to the 
monopoly cliques represented by S a r ­ 


g e n t , G o r h a m and H o u g h t o n . 
In 
this precious circle there is no doubt 
that Mr. L u t t r e l l was never w ant­ 
ed. 
So much to his credit on that 
score. W h a t the particular services 
were that entitle Mr. Representative 
H o u g h t o n to re-election are past find­ 
ing out. 
From the beginning to the 
end of his career in W ashington he 
was so unmindful of the wants of his 
constituents,.so positively indifferent 
to their petitions that repeatedly, after 
the beginning of his last term of office 
when a petition was sent from his con­ 
stituency it was transm itted to Mr. 
L u t t r e l l who during his term was 
compelled from a sense of duty to ac­ 
cept the additional charge and virtu­ 
ally represent H o u g h t o n ’s District 
as well as his own. If these statements 
are doubted an inspection of the pub­ 
lished Congressional Record will fur­ 
nish satisfactory evidence of the truth 
of our remarks. H e absolutely refused 
to obtain legislation in behalf of his 
fellow citizens of San Mateo county. 
Mr. L u t t r e l l was asked to do so and 
complied with the request. The peo­ 
ple of Kern, Tulare, Merced, Stanislaus 
and San Benito counties have no rea­ 
son to thank Mr. H o u g h t o n for re­ 
specting their requests. In response 
to a petition signed by three thousand 
citizens Mr. L u t t r e l l acted for them. 
W hile Mr. 
H o u g h t o n 
was hob­ 
nobbing with S a r g e n t , G o r h a m and 
the railroad and iand-grabblng lobby, 
Mr. L u t t r e l l was representing his 
district in his strict line 
of duty. 
These are facts, and we ask in all sin­ 
cerity is it not quite time for a change. 


Senator Booth’s Speech. 


W e were in hopes, that the distin­ 
guished leader of the great “ purity 
party,” would not com m it himself in 
any manner, in his address 
to the 
people of this city. 
We understand 
and appreciate the feelings of respect 
and admiration, entertained by honest 
citizens for a United States Senator. 
It is hum an nature to admire the man 
who has been elevated to such an hon­ 
ored station. 
F ar be it from us to de­ 
tract from any m an’s honor, but when 
a public man, be his position high or 
low, places himself in a vulnerable 
position by his own utterances, then 
his record becomes public property. 
W e were certainly astonished at the 
cool audacity with 
which Senator 
B o o t h denounced the “ Despotism of 
Party.” 
A man who owes his eleva­ 
tion to the Gubernatorial chair of this 
State, and his notoriety throughout 
this entire coast,to the rigid discipline 
of the Republican party, should blush 
with shame at the thought that, he 
ever delivered himself of such an ex­ 
pression. 
Four years ago when lie 
was nominated for Governor—when 
the “ despotism of party” was wielded 
in his favor, 
and when he in liis 
speeches upheld th a t despotism, and 
exhorted the Republicans from Siski­ 
you to San Diego, to stand firm, and 
to follow the party that he said had 
saved this county, when plunged in a 
civil war, no such thought as the 
“ despotism of party,” ever entered his 
head. He was too corrupt then. I t 
was only after he became “ purified,” 
by breaking faith with his truest 
friends; it was only when in violation 
of his pledge not to use his high office 
as a stepping stone to the United 
States Senate; when he saw no hopes 
of success in his own party and deter­ 
mined to go before the people and lay 
before them its rottenness, that the 
idea of the “Despotism of P arty ” sug­ 
gested itself. 
H e saw it in a power to 
be exerted in his own favor. H e 
coupled it with the cry of reform, of 
purity, that fell from his lips, and 
with a degree of effrontry th at would 
have done justice to a despot aided by 
a hungry baud of office seekers, he 
made a venomous attack upon the 
breast that had nurtured him , the 
h e a d that had c o u n sle d h im , the p o w ­ 


e r t h a t h a d e le v a te d h im , fo rso o k h is 


friends, turned states 
evidence, laid 
open the frauds, he had long been par­ 
ty to, created a popular excitement 
and rode trium phantly into the halls 
of the United States Senate. This 
year he is by the same means endeav­ 
oring, to elect a State ticket subservient 
to his will. W ith an ambition equal 
to his treachery, he has a longing eye 
on th s Presidency and he wants the 
assistance of this State to further his 
designs. 
But he can never get it. He 
lias lost this State by a largo majority. 
The rebuke he and his followers will 
this year receive, m ay serve to soften 
his fall from the giddy heights 
at 
which he has been soaring to the medi­ 
ocre level, to which he belongs. 
If it 
does not, we m ay at some near time, 
at his untimely death have to mourn, 
as we did that of H o r a c e G r e e l y , 
another 
victim 
of disapointment. 
W e would rather B o o t h should live 
to enjoy the bitter fruits of his own 
growing. 
We would rather he should 
live to see the old Democracy in pow­ 
er and hear him self condemed by the 
party he betrayed as a traitor to a 
great cause, as a m an false to liis best 
friends, aud recreant to those to whom 
lie had sworn eternal fidelity. 


Comparative Figures. 


Our Independent friends have a hob­ 
by which they ride all the time. 
It 
is economy in the management of 
State affairs and promises to greatly 
reduce governmental expenditures in 
case they are again placed in power. 
Thesefpromises are mere words, noth­ 
ing but words, and are only baits 
thrown out to catch votes. In politics, 
the best way to judge of what a candi­ 
date or party will do in the future is by 
what he or it has done in the past. If 
we measure the Independent party by 
this standard, the protestations, argu­ 
ments and promises of the leaders, 
kick the beam against nothing. Their 
record is against them and they must 
seek some other argument in support 
of their claim to be again placed in 
power. 
In liis speech at Sacramento 
the other evening Senator S a r g e n t 
made the following statement. 
A t the close of H aig h t’s ad m in istratio n the 
people were alarm ed a t the high figures for 
S tate expenses, and, determ ined on reform, 
dism issed the D em ocrats from power.

C h i c a g o , August 20tli.—The latest 
news from F ranklin comity, the scene 
of the outrages in Southern Illinois, is 
that two men whose nam es are S um ­ 
mer have been found dead, who were 
shot in tlie brush nearBenton on Mon­ 
day night. 
One had died and been 
buried and the other was found in the 
woods, badly wouuded. 
In addition 
to these, Jo n n Moore, Milford Brierly 
and a m an unknown have been a r ­ 
rested, all of them severely wounded. 
Cantrell and Duckworth, heretofore 
spoken of as mortally wounded, were 
captured and are still living, so th a t 
altogether, seven of the fourteen Ku- 
Klux who were fired upon by the 
Sheriff and his posse have been found, 
wounded or dead. 
How m any more 
will turn up in a like condition is not 
known. The lire of the Sheriff’s party 
was effective. 
It has just transpired from a sem i­ 
official source that the conference of 
the Governor and State’s A ttorney 
Barr resulted in a joint telegraphic re­ 
quest to the U. S. District Attorney 
for the Southern District of Illinois, 
the Hon. J. P. Venderston, who re­ 
sides in Vandalia, to visit Springfield, 
and institute proceedings against the 
K u-K lux in Southern Illinois, and es­ 
pecially in Franklin county, underthe 
K u-K lux laws of the United States. 
Mr. Vanderston lias arrived at Spring­ 
field and at once entered upon the 
preparation of the necessary papers to 
secure the arrest of the parties sus­ 
pected of K u-K luxing. 
The witness, 
Mr. Hogan, of Franklin county, who 
is relied upon to furnish the names of 
about one hundred of these gentlemen, 
has been sent for and will arrive to­ 
morrow. 
I t is expected th a t w ar­ 
rants will be issued and all the parties 
arrested next week, and S tate’s Attor­ 
ney B arr says that as very few of them 
will be able to give bail, they will no 
doubt be lodged in jail at Springfield. 
The people of W illiamson county are 
following the example of those of 
F ranklin county in taking measures 
for the suppression of outlawry. They 
are organizing m ilitary companies 
and taking other steps to compel obe­ 
dience to the laws. A rm s will go for­ 
ward from Springfield to Jackson to­ 
night to equip the militia.

COMMON COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 
The Council met yesterday at 2 p. M., 
Mayor Beaudry in the Chair. 
Present, CouncllmenWorkman, Lea­ 
hy, Campbell, Huber, Teed, Muilally, 
Sotello, Mascarel, Carmona,Wolfskill, 
Lichtenberger and Robinson —a full 
Board. 
The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 
Tlie Mayor reported $8G collected 
for fines during the past week. Re­ 
ceived and field. 
The report of E. H. Workman, a 
member of the joint committee 011 
the claim of De Bordieux, in favor of 
payment of tlie claim as heretofore re­ 
ported was read. One week’s further 
time was granted. 
Tlie Board of Public Works reported 
tiiat the City Attorney prepare a reso­ 
lution declaring Sainsevaine street 
fifty feet wide from Alameda street to 
the river, and have tlie ten feet pro­ 
jection at tlie corner of Alameda and 
yainsevaine streets condemned. Re­ 
port adopted. 
Mr. Howard was heard in regard to 
tlie claim of Do Bordieux, demanding 
immediate action. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works, in favor of bridges across the 
zanja ou San Fernando street was 
adopted; work to be done by chain 
gang. 
Tlie Board of Public Works reported 
in favor of a culvert being built at Ol­ 
ive and Ninth streets, by chain gang. 
Report adopted. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
favorably on petition of Josefa G. de 
Sepulveda for quit-claim; favorably 
on petition of O. W. Childs and wife; 
favorably on petition of Olive Lodge, 
No. 26, K. of P., for burial tract. 
The first two items were adopted, 
and the proposed donation to Olive 
Lodge referred back. 
The committee 011 the proposed 
opening of Los Angeles street asked 
their discharge and recommended that 
legal proceedings be at once com­ 
menced to open the street. Report 
adopted and proper steps ordered to be 
taken. 
The committee on indexing the rec­ 
ords reported in favor of authorizing 
the work, the cost not to exceed $200. 
Report filed and Committee on Fi­ 
nance ordered to employ Mr. S. C. 
Foster. 
The Finance Committee reported 
favorably on the bill of the Mirror for 
$84. Rules suspended and bill ordered 
paid. 
The special committee on the site of 
L. A. <fc I. R. R. depot, reported in 
favor of locating the same on the 
property of Andreas Briswaiter, on 
San Pedro street, giving right of way 
011 that street, the city to designate 
which side of the street. 
A motion was made by Mr. Sotelo 
to postpone one week. 
Mr. Lealiy moved to adopt the re­ 
port.Mr. Workman said that if this loca­ 
tion was adopted, the road will be in 
town in thirty days. 
Mr. Lichtenberger was in favor, 
probably, of the amendment, but 
would like it postponed to give every 
one a chance. 
Mr. Mascarel gave his views in 
French,which were understood by the 
Mayor. 
Mr. Huber stated the difficulties of 
selecting a site, as experienced by 
Engineer Crawford. 
He said the 
company, if this was granted, would 
be iu town in 35 days. He said that 
the L. A. «fe I. R. R. Co. asked nothing 
while the S. P. R. R. Co. had received 
$400,000 worth of property. 
If this 
location was opposed and Senator 
Jones sold out to-morrow for 25 cents, 
he would laugh. 
Mayor Beaudry obtained permission 
as a tax-payer to address the meeting. 
He claimed that if the Iocatiou was 
made as proposed, it would work an 
injury to old tax-payers and the cost­ 
liest buildings in the city. He said 
the location as proposed would work a 
terrible injury to those men who have 
made Los Angeles what it is. He 
usked that it be located near the cen­ 
tre of the city, ho as to benefit the best 
people and best part of the city. He 
said that this proposed location bene­ 
fited only a half-dozen men, who 
owned vineyards. He was not afraid 
of the threats of these men that they 
would go around the town. He re­ 
minded the Council that the Santa 
Monica pamphlet contained a hint 
that L09 Angeles, as a commercial 
city, had failed. He said we paid 110 
attention to that, but the proposed lo­ 
cation indicated that the road meant 
injury to the old property-owners. 
Mr. Huber stated the difficulties 
and objections of locating on Alameda 
street, or near the S. P. R. It. Co.’s 
depot. 
Air. Lord addressed tlie Council as a 
tax-payer and stockholder in the San 
Pedro street railway,protesting against 
the location on San Pedro street. He 
hinted that as tlie Temple street loca­ 
tion was nearly a quarter of a mile 
nearer, there must be somevtry strong 
inducements used on the Council to 
fix the location at such a distant 
point. 
Mr. Workman presented a map of the 
city showing proposed site. 
Mr. Lichtenberger contradicted Mr. 
Lord in his statements in regard to 
depots in Chicago and Milwaukee. 
Air. Lord interrupted and was called 
to order. 
Air. Leahy referred to Sau Jose and 
San Francisco on railroad depots. 
The Alayor called Air. Lord to order 
for interrupting Air. Leahy. 
The Council inspected Mr. Work­ 
man’s map. 
Air. Garey was allowed to speak. 
Air. Alascarel gave a railroad opin­ 
ion iu French. 
Air. Garey said he hoped action 
would be postpoued for one week. He 
was opposed to the location of the roud 
on that street. 
Air. Workman said if this thing was 
delayed he prayed to tlie Lord that 
Los Angeles will be left three miles 
out in the cold. 
Air. Teed thought the San Pedro lo­ 
cation was the best. 
The motion to adopt report was lost: 
Ayes—Workman, Leahy, Huber,Teed, 
Lichtenberger and Wolfskill—6; noes, 
six.Air. Huber answered some of Mr. 
Lord's insinuations. 
Air. Workman said no Councilman 
had a foot of land near the proposed 
depot on San Pedro street. 
Tlie question wa9 referred back to 
the same committee. 
The Committee on Zanjas reported 
the Zanjero’s last report correct. 
Adopted. 
The City Clerk was instructed to 
draw a warrant in favor of the Zanjero 
for amount due him. 
The bill of Win. Stoddard for $19 90 


was referred to the Finance Commit­ 
tee.The Committee on Zanjas reported 
in favor of petition of residents und ir­ 
rigators 011 Adams and Figueroa 
streets that the hrauch of zanja No. 5 
be made a public zanja. Adopted. 
The Health Officer reported tlie 
slaughter-houses of John Benner and 
Refugio Botillo as nuisances, and rec­ 
ommended that they be notified to 
quit the business. He also recom­ 
mended that the willow hedges on 
Lover’s Lane near Alacy street be ob­ 
literated and the Lane widened. 
The first part was referred to the 
Committee on Health and the latter 
part to the City Marshal, who was in­ 
structed to notify tlie owners of tlie 
willow hedges. 
The Alarshal was instructed to no­ 
tify certain parties of nuisance. 
A resolution establishing the grade 
of Second street between Fort and Hill 
streets was adopted. 
A resolution establishing the grade 
of Hill street between Second and 
Third streets was adopted. 
The agreement and bond of the city 
of Los Angeles and Willard «fe Farrell, 
contractors, for the building of Alain 
street sewer was read and tlie Alayor 
authorized to sign the contract. 
An ordinance granting water fran­ 
chise for twenty years to George H. 
Pike and his associates to lay pipes on 
any street except that part lying West 
of Olive street and North of Sixth 
street was read and adopted. 
The petition of John Farrell that a 
brick sidewalk 011 Fort street be not 
moved was referred to the Committee 
on Public Works. 
The proposals for building culvert 
on Ninth street were referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 
The petition of Felix Mancho to do 
his own grading on Fort street be­ 
tween First and Second streets was 
granted. 
The petition of A. Bear and John 
Farrell to do their own work on same 
street were granted. 
The communication of N. Dupuis in 
regard to fire alarm bell was referred 
to Workman, Alascarel and Alullally. 
The resignation of J. Alullally as a 
member of the Police Committee was 
not accepted. 
The report of the City Surveyor on 
Pico street flume was received and 
filed and referred to the Committee on 
Zanjas.
